Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milk-fat  during  December  was  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  at  1,6055000  gallons,  2 percent  above  the  December  output  last  year.  An 
extremely  sharp  drop  in  Illinois  and  a moderate  decrease  in  Texas  were  slightly 
more  than  offset  by  sharp  increases  in  all  other  important  Mellorine-producing 
( states. 

The  combined  12  monthly  estimates  for  1956  indicated  a record  output  of 
33 ,3h^ ,000  gallons  for  the  year  - 1 percent  larger  than  the  production  during  1955 
and  6 percent  above  the  total  quantity  frozen  in  19514. 

Mellorine  production  declined  I6  percent  between  November  and  Decembor  in 
1956.  Output  dropped  20  percent  at  this  season  in  1955  and  only  7 percent  in  195U. 
Seasonal  downturns  this  year  occurred  in  all  Plellorine -producing  states  and,  except 
for  Oregon,  were  quite  pronounced. 

cream  production  during  December  was  estimated  at  3^, ^^$,000  gallons  - a 
record  for  the  month.  This  was  3 percent  larger  than  the  December  output  a year 
ago  and  12  percent  above  the  1950-514  average  for  the  month,  A total  of  the  12 
monthly  estimates  in  1956  indicated  an  annual  production  of  650,985,000  gallons  - 
I4  percent  more  than  the  1955  output  and  12  percent  above  the  1950-5U  annual  average. 

Sherbet  production  for  December  was  estimated  at  1,1|80,000  gallons,  or  11  per- 
cent larger  than  the  December  output  in  1955*  Production  for  1956  as  a whole  was 
estimated  at  36,050,000  gallons  - 3 percent  below  the  1955  annual  total.
